“ Wbea 
•' nispberries are to be growu on poor samiy 
■ land, the boat mode of preparation la to 
open durinp autumn deep furrows witlx 
, two borses, six to eight feel apart; tl;ea to 
dig and haul enough tidc-waier muck to 
fill m the furrows, which will be thoroughly 
frozen before spring, and at the apiiroaoh 
of warm weather will crumble and become 
mellow, so as to spread openly; Mien apply 
a good coat of ground bone or hair manure 
along the rows, and set the plants two or 
three feet apart, rcquinng about two thou­ 
sand plants per acre. 
Bone, hoof, horn, 
hair or any refuse animal matter is well 
adapted to promote the growth of rasp- 
• berries. 
Aluck is a valuable addition to poor, 
sandy land; It gives a better color and sub- 
B'ance to the soil, absorbs and retains 
warmth and moisture, for which both rasp­ 
berry and blackberry roots show a great 
partiality by following the muck deposit 
and making a more vigorous growth there 
than elsewhere. 
Such treamiect prepares a good fouuda- 
tlon for carrying a raspberry crop through 
a spell of dry weather without suffering 
from drouth. Patatoes or other vegetables 
may be grown between the rows, tlie 
wildest way, the first summer; after that 
the raspberries will’ require tlie whole 
ap.ace. 
The cultivation is very simple.

The 
blood will become dark and impure, no 
matter how good the fond may he and how 
well all the other wauls are supplied. 
Long intervals of cloudy weather will oc­ 
cur iu some season.s. 
At such limes the 
health of young broods will not be so 
good. 
A dark room, barn or cellar is not 
the place for chickens,-nor for any living 
animals. 
It is us necessary that they 
should have sunlight as it was for vegeta­ 
ble growlhs.

more protilabte to buy soap and make hens 
lay by feeding them with fat. 
Everythiiie 
that is not wanted for drippings for c-ook" 
mg purposes sliould be boiled up witli llic 
vegetables fortiie fowls. 


.So soon a.s the heavy frosts are expected, 
the mangels ami sugar beets must bo se­ 
cured. 
The tops should be rubbed, not 
cut off, as they keep longer. 
Secure the

Chloride, sulphate aud phosphate of 
aniuionia, alum, and many otaer salts 
have been proposed, but neutral tupgstale 
of sodium mixed with three per cent of 
phosphate of sodium is better than any­ 
thing else. 
Those salts afford perfect pro­ 
tection to the fabrics, and unlike most 
others, do not render them harsh. 
They 
are inexpensive, without action on colors, 
and the solution keeps well. The solution 
should contain twenty per cent, of mixed 
salts.

Grow­ 
ing freely in almost any kind of soil, the 
plant is frequently cultivated for the 
flowers, wMch, when tlry, are used as a 
substitute for blacMug.

The experience of Great Brit­ 
ain shows how little rents are dependent 
on limber. 
'The real factor in 
houserenl 
is rohm, not material. 
Crowding a popu­ 
lation into cities" raises .rents, unless the 
available space for houses is inoreaaed, and 
the living radius ot a city .was never larger 
than to-day.
